25 COTTAGES FROM 
THIS TREE POSSIBLE 


Standing in the timber holdings of 
the Little River Redwood Company 
near Crannell, Humboldt county, is a 
gigantic redwood which, if felled and 
milled, would make a sufficient quan- 
tity of lumber to construct twenty- 
one five-room bungalows. In a let- 
ter received a short time ago by State 
Forester M. B. Pratt, officials of the 
company state that the tree is 308 feet 
in height and measures twenty feet 
in diameter five feet above the ground. 
The board footage of the tree is cal- 
culated at 361,366. 

Since the average amount of lumber 
that goes into a five-room bungalow 
is 17.000 board feet, the tree would 
furnish enough material to “build 
up” a street more than three blocks 
in length. 

This mighty forest monarch is be- 
lieved by State Forester Pratt to be 
one of the largest trees in the state 
outside of national forest areas. 


The home of the Red Emperor 
grape, Exeter, Tulare county, wants a 
first-class band to toot the merits of 
Exeter and the Kiwanis club of Ex- 
eter proposes to get such-an organiza- 
tion. Exeter has been without a band 
several years, but a committee is now 
actively engaged in listing prospective 
jobs and positions for musicians who 
might desire to locate in Exeter and 
play on the side along with a goodly 
number of regulars who will be used 
as the nucleus. 

Tulare, Kings and Fresno counties 
were quite a revelation to a group oft 
officials of the Pacific-Southwest 
Trust and Savings Bank, from south- 
ern California, who have been spend- 
ing the past few days in these coun- 
ties on a tour of inspection. Condi- 
tions, they admitted, were much bet- 
ter than they had been led to believe 
and all admitted that unquestionably 
this section will receive a much high- 
er rating for loan purposes.

Some of 
this Jettuce has been culled. harvest- 
ed and shipped, but most of it was 
left in the fields. 

The city manager of Visalfa, Tulare 
county, is at present engaged in the 
task of developing a model poultry 
ranch on the Visalia municipal farm 
two miles west of Visalia. It will 
perhaps, be the first model poultry 
ranch actually developed and _ the 
property of any municipality in Cali- 


{fornia and is to be developed for the 


double purpose of promoting the in- 
dustry and materially adding to the 
city exchequer. 

Officers in Marysville have about 
reached the conclusion that the 
Marysville offices of the Western Pa- 
cific railroad are the special object 
of the crooks of this section. Within 
the past few months the depot agent 
has been held up, box cars have been 
robbed, property stolen from the right 
of way, while most recently the bag- 
gage room was burglarized. Bedding 
shoes and clothing were included in 
the loot. 


Old prospectors in Placerville, El- 
dorado county, were attempting to re- 
trace the meandering course of a 
horse with gold-flecked hoofs, hope- 
ful that they will find an earth pocket 
lined with gold. The excitement was 
caused when the horse was taken to 
a blacksmith shop to be shod. The 
blacksmith lifted up one of the an- 
imal’s hoofs to put on new _ shoes, 
when the glitter of gold caught his 
eye. 

The San Jose offices of the P. G. 
& E., will organize a “Sign of Prog- 
ress” club in the near future it was 
announced from the Marysville offices 
of the company recently. The Marys- 
ville office formed a luncheon club 
under this name early this year and 
it has been so successful that other 
offices now want clubs modeled after 
it, San Jose being the first to take 
definite steps in that direction. 

Because of high prices obtained for 
Irish potatoes in the Van Nuys vicin- 
ity this spring, many tomato and bean 
growers have turned their fields into 
polato farms, and this summer a very 
considerable crop is expected. Within 
the next two or three months it is 
predicted that potatoes will be cheap- 
er than they have been for several 
years.

At the present time there ara 
sald to be twelve dairymen in Tulare 
county specializing in Jersey cattle. 
They are expected to form the nucleus 
of the contemplated association.
